Vatican orders excommunication 
for breaking of confessional secrecy — 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — The Vatican has 
ordered the immediate excommunication of 
any Catholic who breaks down the secrecy of 
the confessional box by tape-recording the 
proceedings. 


The order, issued by the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, was aimed at two 
reporter-writers who claimed they had tape 
recorded remarks of priests made in confes- 
sionals in Italy. 


According to the writers, they made the 
recordings to gather information for use in a 
sex survey. 


' THE EXCOMMUNICATION order — issued 
by the congregation at the express request of 
Pope Paul -- is one of the most severe punish- 
ments of the Church. 


The two Italian writers said they 
“simulated” 63 confessions on such topics as 
premarital sex, adultery, birth control and 
unconventional sex practices. 


“The two writers have committed a par- 


ticularly odious violation of the sacrament of 
penance,” said Federico Alessandrini, Vati- 
can press spokesman. 


THE CONFESSIONAL hoax came to light 
when a national Italian magazine published 
excerpts from the survey. 


The tapings were described by the Vatican 
newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano, as 
“nefarious and sacrilegious” and a “new low 
in contemporary depravities.” 


In the Vatican order, anyone responsible for 


the publication of the “confession” tapes. 


would also be excommunicated. 


THE TWO WRITERS — neither of whom 
claims to be a practicing Catholic even though 
baptized in the faith— said the book they are 
having published on the survey findings was 
a valid sociological work. 


The Vatican congregation said its order was 
aimed at “safeguarding the respect which is 
due to the sacrament of penance and to the

More than friends 


AN AD SAYS, “Even your best friend won’t tell you.” 
And I can still recall the day someone suggested that I 
should use an anti-perspirant spray. That person felt just 
awful and was so scared I’d be angry, while I appreciated 
it. 

If we care for others with a concern that is a cut above 
a polite friendship; it always involves doing something dif- 
ficult and dangerous to the relationship. We hope it will 
result in an even closer, more committed bond, but run 
the risk of losing the existing friendship. 


Past religious teachers often seemed to emphasize the 
rules that admittedly do safeguard a polite friendship with 
God. The current approach in religious education doesn’t 
deny the importance and need for traditional regulations. 
But it does challenge students to do things out of a sense 
of personal conviction or tells them that frankly their 
“religion” stinks. 


SO — FOR EXAMPLE — no good teacher tells students 
not to go to Mass or that no rule exists, but he or she will 
let them discuss what they really think about it. The hope 
is they will attend with greater commitment; the danger 
is they will reject God’s invitation and attend even less. 


The committed Christian does things for God and his 
people because he wants to, not because he has to. Your 
best friend may not tell you just keeping the rules stinks 
a little, but we will. We hope you’ll get closer to Christ; 
not lost. ;

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Teachers’ salaries to go up but 
tuition will remain the same

SALARIES OF Catholic elementary 
school teachers will go up next year, while 
tuition maximum will remain the same. 


The diocesan Board of Education has 
voted to set lay salaries at 80 per cent of 
local public school salaries as of March 15. 


Since present salaries are based on the 
1969-70 public school scale, this change 
represents an increase for Catholic 
teachers. The new scale recognizes 20 per 
cent of salaries as “contributed services,” 
but poor parishes may ask for a higher per- 
centage. 


THE BOARD, in setting tuition levels, 
noted it does not establish parochial 
school fees, but leaves this up to parish. 


Present maximums are $250 a year for 
one child, $400 for two, $500 for three or 
more, with a $350 limit if the family also 
has a child in Catholic high school. 


The board said a parish with a grade 


school attended by children from a non- 
school parish has the right to expect sup- 
port from those parents and that parish. 


TEACHERS MAY qualify for tenure at 
the start of their fourth year, the board 
decided. Tenure may be revoked by the 
board for just causes. 


The board seeks nominations to replace 
three members whose terms expire in 
June. Out-going members are Father 
Louis Gunty of Rialto, board chairman for 
two years; Sister Assunta Highbaugh, vice- 
principal, Notre Dame high school, River- 
side, and James Dale of Riverside, board 
vice-chairman. 


Lay applications may be sent to Depart- 
ment of Education, Box 11277, San Digo, 
92111. Priests’ and sisters’ nominations 
will be handled by the Priests’ and Sisters’ . 
senates.

Vela — The beauty of ql candle 


Guest columnist: This week Msgr. Rudolph 
Galindo, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parish, San Bernardino, writes his 
thoughts, particularly about that impor- 
tant element in our services, the candle. 


We are very proud of our parish here in west San 
Bernardino. It’s a parish teeming with vitality on 
many fronts and one which contains a large number 
of Spanish-speaking people, many of them born in 
Mexico. The old and the new worlds meet here and 
we are anxious to keep the spiritual and cultural 
values of both. America can use some of the values 
of the Old World — particularly now as the country 
becomes increasingly lax in a spiritual way. 


Father Theodore Hesburgh, president of Notre 
Dame, writing about education in the United States 
said it was guilty of “anomie.” I must confess that I 
had to look this word up in the dictionary and dis- 
covered it meant “‘a state of society in which norma- 
tive standards of conduct and belief are weak and 
lacking.” 


This anomie does not prevail among the majority 
of my people, thanks be to God. They have some very 
well-founded Christian standards, based on the 
natural law. They still believe in the natural 
law! 


No anomie here 


On a typical weekend we will have about ten in- 
fant baptisms at our church. I’m afraid the women’s 
liberation people won’t like us very much, nor will 
those people who are so greatly concerned with 
“population explosion.” 


But somehow or other, cur women don’t realize 
they need to be “liberated” as, with merry voices 
and faces, they proudly present their little ones to 
be baptized. Responsible parenthood? Just walk 
into their homes, humble as they may be, and you

will find warmth — human warmth — joy, happiness, 
love, pride. No anomie here! 


Does our country need some of this warmth? This 
‘love of life? It surely is most welcome when we re-

Rectory debates 


In our rectory, where many national and ethnic 
backgrounds — at least by descent — are repre- 
sented, we have many discussions about theological 
subjects. And, like many other rectories, we some- 
times discuss the question of candles, or “velas,” 
which many of our people light in honor of various 
saints. 

I have found opinions differ, and range from posi- 
tive condemnation, through resigned acceptance, 
to a fairly warm approval. Some people even see in 
this practice a significance which overlooks the 
Real Presence, some a traditional, sacrificial offer- 
ing. 

I asked a couple of ladies about this and their 
response was immediate and emphatic. The first 
lady said: ‘Oh, no. We do not forget God or Our Lord. 
We always make the Sign of the Cross and say ‘In 
the name of the Father and of the Son.and of the 
Holy Spirit.’” The other lady said simply: “We 
know that God comes first.” 

It seems to me that we sometimes are rushing to 
do away with the old things, insisting on the new. 
Those who, for instance, insist on offertory pro- 
cessions and Communion-in-the-hand — _ things 
which are accidental and symbolic by nature — are 
the very ones who are veritable iconoclasts when it 
comes to wishing to eliminate old customs and tra- 
ditions like ‘“‘velas.” 

Isn’t there some inconsistency here? Do we have 
to make a clean sweep of the past? Do we have to 
eliminate practices which do have some intrinsic 
beauty in them and which are sanctioned by cen- 
turies of tradition? 


For centuries the Church has seen beauty in the 
beeswax sanctuary candle as a beacon to the Real 
Presence. Why cannot we see beauty also in the 
burning candle as a symbol of our prayer and, at 
the same time, a sacrificial offering? 


“Velas” have become a symbol of the living faith 


_of our people. It is a tradition and a symbol we 


should be careful to preserve. 
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_ The disciple is bound by a grave 
obligation toward Christ his 
master, ever more adequately to 
understand the truth received 
from him, faithfully to 

proclaim it, and vigorously to 
defend it)never having recourse to 
means that are incompatible 

with the spirit of the Gospel.

Can image of Christ 
be shown to East? 


The article on the influ- 
ence of Eastern religions on 
Christianity (SC March 1) 
interested me. I spent 16 
years in Bengal, India, and 
left when I could no longer 
handle my conflict with the 
Eastern God-image and 
Eastern man-image. 


I believe this is where the 
real problem and the real 
growth will come. For Eas- 
terners, extremes exclude 
each other, male excludes 
female, good excludes evil. 
For Easterners, opposites 
attract each other, the Yin 
and the Yang are inter- 
twined. 


Acceptance of this attrac- 
tion in our philosophy leads 
to changes in our man- 
image and so in our 
theology. Therefore, I dis- 
agree with Father Sherer 
who is quoted: ‘“Chris- 
tianity is the epitome of 
religion.” 


For us, it. works, though 
problems are showing up, 
especially with our young 
people. Are they going to 
the East because they feel 
this polarity in their lives? 

There is no difficulty with 
scripture — in Genesis we 
read: “God created man in 
his own image... male and 


female, he created them.” 


(1:27) It is in the exclusion 
as well as in the attraction 
that opposites mirror God. 


What will happen when 
the people of the East begin 
to teach their people, not 
Western __ theology, but 
Christ in their own lan- 
guage and in their own 
images? 


Even today, every Chris- 
tian theologian of Asia has 
been trained in the West — 
except, perhaps, for China 
where for 25 years there has 
been no direct Western 
influence.

God's chosen many 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... self-love and how important 
it is to differentiate between conceit 
and the self-esteem necessary for 
true humility. 


Humility is as elusive of definition 
as those other cardinal virtues... 
love, faith, hope and so on. But one 
thing is certain. True humility can 
never strike roots in an abject and 
self-denigrating spirit, nor in an 
under-evaluation of our genuine 
worth. 


Too often people preach humility 
from the vantage point of the exclu- 
siveness of personal vanity, the 
inverted conceit of self-derogation, or 
the slough of self-pity. With that kind 
of refraction, no wonder it is so rare 
and misunderstood a quality! 


I BELIEVE THAT humility is, in 
effect, a synonym for honesty, and its 
prerequisite is the self-knowledge 
that grows in contact with God. 


“They that know God will be hum- 
ble; they that know themselves can- 
not be proud.’ But candid self- 
appraisal is a two-edged sword. If we 
admit to our deficiencies, we cannot, 
at the same time, ignore our 
attributes. 

If we accept that, despite our best 
efforts, some accomplishments elude 
us — that some things we do not do 
well — we must also recognize where 
our talents lie and form a reasonably 
accurate concept of our potential for 
development. 


NORMALLY, FEW of us see a true 
reflection in the mirrors we hold up 
to ourselves. We see not only through 
a “glass darkly,” but often through 
rose-colored spectacles — maybe 
even seven veils or whatever the sym- 
bol of the current “hang-up” may be. 


Most of the time we gauge our value 
in relation to the accomplishments 
and achievements of others. Com- 
parative values, I think, are the 
scourge of our times. We flagellate 
ourselves throughout life, trying to 
measure up to some idealized image

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against which we constantly fall short 
— or salve our wounds with the balm 
of self-congratulation on _ being 
“better” than someone else. 


Either way, it is a self-defeating 
exercise..In the final — in fact, the 
only analysis, the single criterion of 
our worth is the humanity and spiritu- 


_ ality of Christ. 


AND AGAINST that formidable 
fidelity who can raise himself to full 
stature? “If you, Lord, shall mark 
iniquities, Lord, who can stand?” But 
he does not mark our failings. 


He asserts and reasserts our per- 


sonal value in unremitting forgive-. 


ness. He affirms and reaffirms our 
incredible potential to perfection in 
infinite understanding and compas- 
sion. ; 


We do have a potential to perfection. 
Christ is quite explicit on this point. 
We may acknowledge it as an insur- 
ance for a fuller, more rewarding life, 
with increasing benefits, or allow it 
to masquerade as a crushing burden. 


THE PLAINTIVE reiteration of “I 
know we have to be perfect and I do 
try... but...” is more likely to land 
a person on the psychiatrist’s couch 
than in the annals of the sanctified. 


Appreciation of ourselves as we 
are, acceptance of our imperfections, 
a vision of our possibilities — all are 
part of self-esteem, part of the self- 
knowledge so vital to our sanity and 
spiritual evolution. 


But, perfect or imperfect, great or 
insignificant, weak or powerful, we 
are God’s chosen. Chosen and given 
life for some unique purpose not yet 
apparent to us! 


IF IN HIS judgment we are worthy 
of the gift of life, fit objects of his 
divinely discriminating love, can we 
presume to find ourselves unworthy 
of our own respect? If he is content 
to use us as instruments of that crea- 
tive, salvic love, dare we question the 
validity of his choice? How can we in 
all humility fail to love what God 
loves in us?

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Talking Point 


LAST WEEK THE Federal Drug Commission 
released its final report, rating alcoholism as 
America’s number one drug problem. 


Judged on the basis of a substance causing 
crime or other behavior that hurts society, the 
13-member panel’s report said that “alcohol 
dependence is without question the most seri- 
ous drug problem in this country today,” and 
is strongly associated with violent crime, 
automobile accidents and deaths, suicide, 
broken marriages and job absenteeism. 


Supporting this problem are two current 
trends, relating to teenage drinking in the U.S., 
which are causing mounting concern among 
highway safety experts and authorities on 
alcoholism treatment: 


WITHIN THE PAST year there has been a 
spate of legislation in a number of states low- 
ering the legal age for the purchase of 
alcoholic beverages. 


Running parallel with the legal trend is a 
reported illegal trend among teenagers away 
from a faddish preoccupation with so-called 
“hard” drugs to a revival of interest in alcohol, 
especially beer and wines. 


Critics of both trends focus on two main 
issues: highway safety — since so many young 
people drive — and the risk of alcohol addic- 
tion at a younger age. 


ON MARCH 1, 1973, Massachusetts became 
the 15th state to lower the minimum legal age for 
the purchase of alcoholic beverages to 18. 


Four other states — Alaska, Arizona, Idaho 
and Nebraska — now permit 19-year-olds to 
buy liquor. In Wyoming, 19-year-olds may do 
so legally as of May 25. Delaware has dropped 
its minimum age to 20. 


ACCORDING TO a survey conducted by 
Liberty Mutual Insurance Company, legislation 
allowing 18-year-olds to buy alcoholic bever- 
ages is currently pending in California, 
Indiana and Ohio. 


In the opinion of some experts, the trend 
toward lowering the legal-drinking age is seen 
as part of an effort to assist young people to 
adapt themselves “realistically” to a predomi- 
nantly “drinking” society. (Roughly two-thirds 
of the American population over 15 use alcohol 
to some extent.) ; 


For example, the prestigious Cooperative 
Commission on the Study of Alcoholism, which 
included leading alcohol experts in the coun- 
try, in its “report to the nation,” pointed out 
that though the legal age for the purchase of 
alcohol is 21 in most states, “the actual facts 
about drinking in the under-21 age group are 
very different.” 


SUMMARIZING research studies, the com- 
mission stated: “Over 75 per cent of high school 
students report that they have had alcoholic 
beverages more than once prior to graduation 
(age 17 to 18), and more than one third state 
that they drink with some regularity. The age 
limit of 21 is largely unenforceable and in 
addition, creates a basically hypocritical situa- 
tion reminiscent of the Prohibition era.” 


On the other hand, a number of safety 
experts now are asking for a “moratorium” on 


further passage of lowered drinking ages, until 
the effects of current liberalization can be 
studied and evaluated. 

Howard Pyle, the highly respected president 
of the Chicago-based National Safety Council, 
has come out adamantly against legalizing 
sales of liquor to teenagers. In a recent speech, 
Pyle declared that the interests of traffic 
safety “will not be served” by such legislation. 

“STUDIES HAVE shown,” Pyle argues, ‘that 
younger drivers who drink are more likely to 
become involved in traffic crashes than older, 
more experienced drinking drivers — even 
though the young persons may have fairly low 
blood-alcohol concentrations. 


A study by Liberty Mutual shows that in 
Michigan, where liquor for 18-year-olds was 
legalized in 1972, the number of fatal alcohol- 
related accidents by drivers under 21 
increased by 120 per cent in the first nine 
months as compared with the corresponding 
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Could alcohol become No. 1 teenage drug problem too? 


serious aspect of the current drinking revival, 
authorities believe, is that the use of alcohol 
appears to be spreading down to school chil- 
dren in the lower grades. 


In a recent study of youthful drinking habits 
in the upper-middle class Boston suburb of 
Brookline, 36 per cent of the eighth-grade 
pupils reported having been drunk on wine or 
beer. 


ACCORDING TO Norm Southerby of the Los 
Angeles County Alcohol Safety Action Prog- 
ram, one reason for the multiplication of young 
imbibers is widespread tolerance by their par- 
ents, most of whom are drinkers themselves. 
“Parents who hassled their kids about other 
drugs,” he says, ‘“‘are willing to look the other 
way on alcohol.” 


Noting that alcohol is a drug with a high 
potential for addiction for many drinkers, 
Southerby points out that in Southern Califor- 


period in 1971 — from 2,658 in 1971 to 5,841 in 
1972. 


Apart from traffic-safety considerations, the 
proliferation of young drinkers is being viewed 
with deepening concern by _ alcoholism 
experts. 


A five-part, in-depth report on the U.S. 
liquor industry by the Christian Science 
Monitor completed last December disclosed 
that ‘‘some recent national polls” have shown 
that “most young people (are) turning from 
“hard” drugs to alcohol, especially beer and 
wine. 


SAID ‘NEWSWEEK’ (March 5, 1973): “From 
nearly every quarter of the nation, school 
authorities and teenagers themselves report 
that the latest fad in juvenile drug abuse is one 
that has a familiar ring to the older generation: 
the drug of choice these days, they say, is 
alcohol.” 


As the report of the Cooperative Commission 
on the Study of Alcoholism noted, there is 
nothing new in the practice of teenage drink- 
ing-in the U.S. — youthful drinking has long 
been an important rite of passage. But the most 


nia one teenager out of every twenty has “a 
drinking problem.” 


THE NEW YORK-BASED National Council 
on Alcoholism reports that in 1972 the age of 
the youngest alcoholic who came to its atten- 
tion dropped from 14 to 12. 


All studies show, according to Frances Todd 
in her highly-regarded textbook, Teaching 
About Alcohol, that the “greatest single influ- 
ence on a youth’s ‘decision’ to drink or not to 
drink is the home.” 

Contrary to popular opinion, these 
studies demonstrate that adolescent attitudes 
toward, and use of, beverage alcohol are, to a 
large extent, imitations of adult behavior and 
attitudes. Teenage drinking is not, typically, an 
expression of rebellion and hostility toward 
adult authority. 

MILTON WOLK of the Alcoholism Division 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health puts it more bluntly: ‘““Because teen-age 
use (of alcohol) is patterned after adult use, 
there’s no way kids are going to stop drinking 
until adults do.”

Question: 
Do Catholics have to register in one 
particular parish? And just when 
does a person become a member of 
the parish family? 


Anyone who has at least a relatively per- 
manent residence within the territorial 
boundaries of a parish is a member of that 
parish even though he may not be regis- 
tered in the roster or assigned Sunday 
envelopes. The standard commentary on 
the Code of Canon Law states that “the faith- 
ful are to be admonished that when they can 
conveniently do so, they must frequently 
(not exclusively) attend their parish church, 
there to assist at the divine services and 
hear the word of God.” (Bouscaren-Ellis) 


Moreover, the Church on the universal, 
diocesan and local level has a right to seek 
financial support from the faithful: 


“Tf free-will offerings are not sufficient 


for the needs of divine worship, for the 
decent support of the Church’s ministers, 


and for the necessary upkeep of charitable 
and educational works which are proper to 
the Church, then the Church has the right 
to demand such support from the faithful.” 


, (Canon 1496) 


It is obvious that people today are cross- 
ing parochial boundary lines in search of 
churches. which, they feel; offer more 
dynamic and “meaningful” liturgies. 


Without passing judgment on this prac- 
tice, it seems to me that in such cases these 
people still have an obligation to support 
their own parish and, for that matter, the 
church which they are now attending pre- 
cisely because it is giving them service. 
Otherwise they are simply nomadic free- 
loaders. 


Question: 


Has the Church made any move to 
provide retreats and days of recollec- 
tion for the special needs of persons 
who, for valid reasons and with the 


proper dispensation, have left religi- _ 
ous orders? 


No. And understandably so on the basis 
of the principle of subsidiarity — that is, 
many matters in the Church should be hand- 
led on the local or regional basis. I suggest 
that you contact one of the retreat centers 
in the diocese — they are listed in the 1973 
SC Catholic Directory and their ads fre- 
quently appear in this newspaper — for 
further information. 


Question: 


Does the diocese issue guidelines to 
pastors with regard to subject matter 
of sermons and homilies? 


Generally and-ideally the Sunday homily 
should be a further explanation and eluci- 
dation of the scriptural texts assigned for 
that day. By way of exception and due to 
special circumstances, the bishop — and a 
pastor — may find it necessary to assign a 
particular topic on a given Sunday.

THE PUBLIC adminis- 
trator steps in when people 
die without a will or when 
the estate administrator is 
not qualified or declines to 
handle the estate. 


The county has the power 
to liquidate the estate by an 
auction to pay taxes and 
debts and then allocates 
the remainder. 


If there are no heirs, the 
liquidated assets must be 
turned over to: the state. 
The county sends about 
$75,000 a year to Sac- 
ramento, mostly from estate 
sales held monthly by the 
administrator.

AS IT TURNED out, Col. 
Sima did not ‘disappoint 
himself.”” However, he was 
hit by a totally unexpected 
“surprise:” an almost 
unrecognizable ‘new” 
Catholic Church resulting 
from the Second Vatican 
Council. 


Describing his first 
experience with the non- 
Latin Mass and informal 
meeting with a priest, Col. 
Sima said: 


“One by one each of us sat 
down with our mouths 
hanging open and Father 
Roberts (the chaplain) 
stood there in disbelief. 


“I CAN TELL you it was 
a weird experience 
because we had no idea 
about any changes in the 
Church — at least nothing 
like this.” 


“T don’t know who was 
more shocked, us or Father 
Roberts,” he said. ‘We’d 
ask a question and the 
chaplain would answer it, 
but he would be just as 
amazed at our-reaction as 
we were with what he was 
saying. 

He said that “along with 
a quick on-the-job training 
course in the Mass and an 
update on the new Church 
customs, Father Roberts 
told me I didn’t have to go 
to confession because he 
had given us absolution at 


the altar. Fasting didn’t 
count, of course... 
“THAT STILL didn’t 


make me feel any better so 
I made a deal with him. I 
promised to study the 
Church changes if he would 
hear my confession the old- 
fashioned way. He did!” 


Col. Sima, unmarried and 
now 40, was interviewed at 
the home of his parents. He 
is still trying to grasp the 
meaning of many of the 
“drastic changes” in the 
Catholic Church which, he 
admits, make him feel ‘a 
little uneasy.” 

“T especially like the new 
hymns which aren’t 
Catholic and in many cases 
were among the hymns the 
Hanoi Hilton Choir (a 
“choir” organized in the 
prison) used each week,” he 
said. 


“THE GUITAR Masses 
are really terrific and the 
new positioning of the altar 
is better. Now the Mass 
belongs to everyone and the 
priest seems like the direc- 
tor or manager of the ser- 
vice.” 

Another “real shocker” 
experienced by Col. Sima 
during his first few weeks of 
freedom was the sight of a 
nun in her “new” habit. 


“T didn’t know what order 
she belongs to but it’s the 
first time I ever saw a nun’s 
hair or knees,” he said. 
“Believe me, that can be a 
real trauma.’(Photo page 11)
